Following are some of the questions asked by the members and 
answers given by Father Aloysius: 


When too tired to pray due to necessary and unnecessary activities:; 

Always ask Our Lord to accept us as we are; that we love Him very 
much. It is best to avoid unnecessary strain by foreing one's self to 
pray when not prayers of obligation. God, as Our loving Father, knows 
when we are tired and treats us as a mother does her child when the 
child is tired. . 

Regarding prayers of obligation for lay people, the family should 
be aware of prayers at nite and morning end these prayers should be 
said all together.....they should be simple prayers. Do not complicate 
them! Also, say grace before and after meals. Make a point to make use 
of your holy water faunts. Also, when passing a Church, make it a habit 
and instruct your children in this matter, to bless themselves, In so 
doing, you show that you are receiving a blessing from Christ in the 
Tabernacle. Eneourage your husbands to do this also (even tho they may 
be accustomed to the tipping of their hats as they pase a Church) in 
order that they may overcome their human respect. I¢ is human respect 
which kills many things in us! Also, it is nice to form the habit of 
ereeting one another with an ejaculation such as "Hail Marty Most Pure, 
Conceived without sin.” This was a practice centuries ago among men, 
and still is in some comhtries today, 


The devotion most agreeable to Our Blessed Mother: is any devotion 
which is constant and said well......from your heart. All prayers said 
from your heart have always been answered......a% God saw best for you, 
now or later, whether you know it or not. 


Purity of heart means; the heart is free from sin. 

Purity of intention means: prayers or actions are said or performed 
entirely and only fer God with no other intention present. If you help 
& beggar for Christ, that 1s purity of intention. When you do anything 
and you know some one will say a good wort, a ‘thank you' or recognition 
of any kind from that person, though it is alright, yet it is not with 
purity of intention or all just for God. 


Can your guardian Angel perform any frayers or other deeds for yours 
Ne; you have to say your own prayers. But an angel may help you 
in other ways. Be devoted toyour guardian angels. The closer you get 
to God, the more and new angels are given to you. St. Anthony Claret 
preyed to the angelw and he was guided by them and they were imown to 


transfer him from one place te another. They appeared to him in human 


forms. He used to invoke the angels of the Cities where he was going 
or the angels of the people he was going to visit. Angels help us wi th 
holy inspirations. There is always the battle between the holy and bad 
angels. he Angel Gabriel is the angel of Our Blessed Mother, to all 
those devoted to her. St. Raphael is the patron of travelers. He once 
arranged everything for St. Anthony Claret who was going on a trip. 

Most of the accidents are caused by the devil.....ein order that he 
may get souls into hell through a sudden death. It is Our Blessed 
Mother who induces the angels to help us and we should invoke Her and 
their help at all times, 

Send messages through your angels to your dearly departed ones, 

From early days, people thought a great deal of the angels. 

4 Spiritual daughter of St. Anthony Claret heard the angelic choir 
every afternoon at 3. Her guardian angels were visible to her. Invoke 





the angels and they will come to your assistance immediately.

Pather then began his spiritual talk: in which he proposed 
the following principals for our Spiritual life:;

This we do by making a very good confession. Follow your 
confessor's guidance with full ebedience. Go if possible, to the 
same confessor so that he will know who you are, Learn to go with 
ease, and abide by his decision, Have great sorrow for all past sins 
o~mmméeven the smallest, We must prefer anything rather than a sin. 
Prefer death, before committing even a venial sin. if we could free 
all the souls from purgatory or hell itself, by committing one venial 
Sin, we could not committ that sin, because even the smallest sin is 
most offensive to God......it goes directly against God. Being mere 
creatures of God, we could not expect to glorify God in the committ- 
ing of even the slightest sin against Him, even for the purpose of 
freeing but one soull In our spiritual life we become paralyzed if 
we do not avoid even venial sins most carefully. 


2. Endeavor every day to be closer to God. Have greater desire to 
become holy. Make it an habitual desire, day and night. 
Our uppermost thought and desire should be to become holy. 
The purpose of our creation is to know, love, ond serve God in this 
life. If we accomplish this, we accomplish eve¥ything, If not, we

4t the end of the meeting, we were reminded that the April meeting 
would fall on Holy Saturday, ‘The meeting date was advanced one week, 
making it April 2nd, which is also First Saturday. 


> Father's spiritual talk was a continuation of the Principles for 
Qur Spiritual Life as he had set forth for us in our February meeting::: 


5. Approach the sacraments of Sonfession and Holy Communion, and attend 
Holy Mass with such a Faith, that we tear aside the veil and see God 
with our very eyes.....to believe is to see, and to believe So. 
strongly that we do see! 


Dear ladies of the Immaculate Heart of Mary Guild; when you go to 
Confession, do not see the priest in the confessional....but see Christ 
Who is there to bathe your souls in the spiritual bath of the Sacrament of 
the Confessional....with the most precious blood of Christ! St. Catherine 
of Seina used to picture this each time she went tc confession. Ficture 
yourselves at the foot of the Cross just as St. Mary Magdalene stood at 
the foot of the Cross, Make your confession with tne intention of 
eleansing yourselves thoroughly. Bring with you a desire for cleanliness, 
Have an ever increasing hatred for sin...even the smallest faults. 

Change hearts with Christ....ask Him to give you His Heart so that you can 
hate sin with It. 

When you go to confession, make a point of selecting one sin, and 
aim to correct it during the following week. Make a point of examining 
your conscience most thoroughly. God is ali charity....al11 love....all 
mercy, Be most eer in examining your faults against Charity, 

(Father then gave a splendid example of a proper confession, with 

\_ proper purpose of amendment.) 
; Be very charitable to all, and God is going to bless yous....God 
will reward you. Just because one is in charge of one's home, we must not 


gay things with unkindness or with the intention of hurting someone. Try 


to disagree without being disagreeable or without impatience. Try not to 
shout or raise your voice in the management of your homes...efor you, who 
are striving for holiness....wanting to give the appwarance of doing all 
for your spiritual improvement....and then, through this impatience, you 
are giving scandal to your neighbors. You should try to imitate the 
virtues of Cur Blessed Mother in your homes....doing the chores she her- 
self had to do...sand do them like she d@i4, She loves you so much, 

One is bound to have sorrow for all veniel sins one confesses, If 
we confess veniel sins and do not have sorrow, our confessing them will be 
of no avail. Recall Christ's Sorrow, His Crucifixion, before and during 
your confession, and in this manner you will have true sorrow. 


The Mass is the renewal of Mount Calvary...of the Crucifixion. 
fry to realize the reality that is going to take place at the Mass. We are 
priviledged, as the Blessed Mother was who stood at the foot of the Cross, 
by being able to attend Holy Mass. Prom the Offertory on, we must ask the 
Blessed Mother to give us her dispositions, so that at Communion, we will 
receive very fervantly. 

Close your eyes, and with the eyes of Faith, see Our lord offer+ 
ing Himself to His Pather., Christ Orucified...ready to give His all. 

Pray to the Good Thief for graces for yourselves and your families. 
Be not afraid to speak to Christ.,.as the Good Thief did. In words of the 
Good Thief and of Mary Magdalene, speak to Christ with all your confidence, 
This will sanctify you. 

One Holy Mass, queyerty heard, is sufficient to sanctify one. The 
heart of a woman is bottomless, Open up your big heart to Christ. You 
need to do this every morning to prepare yourselves for the day. We can 
become as overwhelmed with love of Christ, as St. Mary Magdalene was 


overwhelmed with His Love. Develope your love for Christ in the Holy Mass. 


Console Christ for the terrible crimes committed throughout the worlds..os 
help to hold back the arm of His Father from punishing the whole world. 

Ask the Blessed Mother for her dispositions with which you may 
receive Christ in Holy Commnion....for the dispositions of her humility, 
her purity and divine love which were hers at the moment of the Incarna~ 
tion, and when she received Christ in Holy Communion at the hands of 
Ste John. Every Holy Communion is a4 new Incarnation....because Christ 
really comes in His Divinity end His Body, which is truly the flesh of the 
Blessed Mother also. So, we receive God and the Blessed Mother in Holy 
Communion, Our Blessed Mother received her own body “made divine", when 
she received her Divine Son in Holy Communion! and when she is with us, 
Christ comes to her in us, So we receive Christ through her heart! 

Through Holy Communion, therefore, we can become more like Our
